and if longr time contracts are entered 
into by present owners of wells at the 
prevailing prices at this time some 
one may'have trouble to fill contracts 
in the future, as my opinion is thai « 
all the wells in this field were opened 
up today, and allowed to flow 
tinuously they would not produce, in- 
cluding the original gusher, as much 
as that (ltd. before it was shut in. In 
other words, I do not believe that the 
wells now completed, if all opened 
and allowed to flow, would produce 
7T,000 barrels per day, which was

Professor Head 
claims that about two-fifths of the 
United States, exclusive of Alaska, is 
dependent on irrigation f«f tae growth 
of crops-because of the lack of moisture 
in the soil. Thera are now more than 
10.000 irrigation ditches and canals in 
Colorado and C.OOO in Wyoming. 


There arc more i than 75,000 such 


ditches and canals in the United States, 
and about 5200,000,000 had been ex- 
pended in thsir- conBtruction, while 
9300,000.000 had been expended In the 
construction .of ditches and laterals and 
in preparing the land for the distribu- 
tion of water, without taking into ac- 
count the fences and habitations neces- 
sary for the cultivation of the land. 
Professor Mead estimated the value of 
water rights in Colorado streams at 
$30,000,000.
